MANY PAPERS READ 
ON BEnERMENT OF 
COLLEGE SPORTS 

Many Suggestions for Fmprove- 
ment Offered at Chièâgo 
Meeting 

During the holiday reces.n the ninth 
annual convention of th»- National 
Collegiate Athletic Asociatlon was 
held with a large attendance of repre 
sentatlves from practically all of the 
leading universities, colleges and pre- 
paratory schools throughout the coun- 
try. The conference, at which vsrl- 
ous papers were read, reports of ath- 
letic committees msde, and sugges- 
tions for the betterment of collegiate 
athletics offered, waa held In the Ho. 
lei La Salln in Chicago Dean Le Ba- 
ron R. Briggs, of Harvard, presided 
over the convention. 

Among the papers read two of the 
most Interesting were those by Pro- 
fessor C vr. lavage, of Oberlln, on 
the professional and the educational 
aspects of the college athletic prob- 
lem and by W. H'lston Llllsrd, foot- 
ball coach of Andover Academy, on 
the "Andover" plan of football and 
what it has aceompllshad at Andover. 
Percy D. Haughton, eoaeh of the Har- 
vard football team, spoke extempor< 
aneouely on ''Mental Training' In 
Football." 

Mr. Haughton said in part: "In- 
stead of taking a football player and 
teaching him Intelligence, as used to 
be the practice, we now take an in- 
telligent student and teach him foot- 
baJt. Formerly weight below the 
head was an Indispenslble quality in a 
football plajfr Now the college foot- 
ball plavpf i;; H nvin of average 
weight, active li'idy and an esiwc ally 
artlve mind, and the lessons 'he >;unie 
teax-hcs are lesgona of self lacrltice, 
obedience, and above all prepared- 
ness."
